Motor Vehicle Act 

The motor vehicle act is amended 
to allow that when any licensed 
chauffeur is convicted under the 
Liquor Act the license may be re- 
voked or suspended by a magistrate. 


Factory Act Change 

On a division of the house a large 
majority supported the amendment 
to the Factory Act, including within 
the terms of the act hotels and res- 
taurants. However, latitude is allow- 
ed in towns or cities of less than 
6,000, where inspectors upon recom- 
mendation of an advisory committee 
appointed for such may make such 
regulations as are deemed advisable 
respecting hours of employment in 
any shop, factory, office or office 
building within the municipality, at 
which any female may be employed, 
provided the minimum is not below 
that of the act. 


Soldiers’ Tax Exemption 


The Soldiers’ Home Tax Exemp- 
tion Act of 1918 is amended as fol- 
lows: 

“1, By inserting the following new 
section: 

“8a. The Mability of any person or 
his legal representatives for any tax 
in respect of his home property im- 
posed befort the first day of Janu- 
ary, A.D. 1918, but after such person 
had become a soldier, is hereby de- 
clared to have ceased and become 
extinguished. 

“(2) Where any tax so imposed has 
been paid in whole or in part, the 
municipality or other taxing author- 
ity to which such payment has been 
made, shall retain and credit the 
amount so paid on account of any tax 
in respect of which such person or 
his estate may hereafter become or 
has heretofore become and atill re- 
mains lable to such municipality or 
other authority:

The premier said that a matter of 
this vital nature required serious con- 
sideration and he would take time to 
conelder all phases of the question be- 
fore definitely making a reply. At all 
events he was confident that no pro- 
vincial election would take place dur- 
ing the present year. However,, he 
could not quite understand the con- 
tention of the leader of the opposition 
that this matter had been under ad- 
yisement by the G.W.V.A. for some 
time. 

Year to Consider Question. 

Ag a matter of fact as recently as 
last Sunday the premier said he spent 
four hours in discussion with the pre- 
sident of the Calgary G.W.V.A. in 
which many matters were dealt with 
and not one word of the issue referr- 
ed too in the telegram received Wed- 
nesday had been broached, At any 
rate there was another year in which 
to consider the matter before the 
next session of the house. He would

MAJOR BEST 
TELLS OF Y’S 
WORK AT FRONT 


Able Address Given Last Night 
by Senior Y.M.C.A. Officer 
in France 


To an audience much smaller than 
the importance of the message or the 
excellence of its delivery warranted, 
Major E. M. Best, senior Y.M.C.A. 
officer in charge of the work of the 


association among Canadiag soldiers 
in France, gave an address which in 
point of practical value has not been 
surpassed in this city, at the Y.M.C.A. 
last night. Major Best has warmest 
praise for the work of the Canadian 
soldiers whose valor he has seen ex- 
emplified in some of the hardest 
fighting of the war, and stated dur- 
ing the course of the address that, 
man for man, the men from this 
country were superior to any other 
forces in intelligence, morale and in- 
itiative, and the equal of any in 
courage. ‘The French paid them the 
highest possible tribute by admit- 
ting that they were as good as thelr 
own soldiers. 

Major Best's talk described in 
minute but intensely interesting de- 
tall the various phases of the work 
being carried on by the Y¥.M.C.A. 
This work was five-fold—viz., can- 
teen service, entertainment, recrea- 
tion, educational and religious, In 
the canteen department last year 
over $6,000,000 worth of goods were 
handled and the profits from this 
turnover, amounting to over a million 
dollars, were spent in furnishing the 
other features of service, which were 
free, including the entertainment 
programa and recreation. Concert 
parties were arranged and moving 
pictures provided, while in athletic 
supplies alone over $200,000 was spent 
last year. All of these athletic goods 
were furnished to the men free of all 
charge. 

Reference was made to the educa- 
tional program, and to the splendid 
service which had been rendered by 
Dr. Tory in this connection.

GERMAN SUBS.

Rear Admiral Sims Tells Many

Both Pilots Plan to Make a 
Landing at Brooklands, 


England 
St. John’s Newfoundland, April 16. 
—Favored by inclement weather, 


which for five days has prevented 
Harry Hawker, his Australian rival, 


from taking the air with his Sopwith 
biplane, in competition for the $60.- 
000 trans-Atlantic flight prize offered 
by the London . Daily Mail. Capt. 
Frederick Raynham, British aviator, 
his Martinsyde machine fully assembl- 
ed, tonight was ready to “hop off" 
with the man from the antipodes, as 
soon as the eky clears, 

Indeed, the contest has reached a 
stage where it is no longer merely a 
race for preparedness but one in 
which it seems probable the two planes 
will speed across the ocean, throttles 
wide open, in a dash which calls not 
only endurance, but speed. The race 
also calls fo a test of two 
air courses, 

Both pilots, however, plan to land 
at Brooklands in England and for 
each the course is approximately 
2,000 miles. Both plam to start late 
in the afternoon, in order to reduce 
the number of hours of night flying 
by racing towards the gun. 

If the mud thickens, Raynham's 
chance of teing first to fly will be im- 
proved, for wheheas Hawker will have 
to ‘taxi’ through a boggy field with 


“fifty-fifty’’ odds of getting up speed, 
his rival will be able to rush down a 
road into the ‘air.

GEO. VAN ALLEN 
TELLS BENEFIT OF 
TORRENS SYSTEM 


Interesting Address Is Given on 
Alberta’s System of Land 


Registration 


“Albertans should be thankful that 
they live under the Torrens system, as 
{t is the simplest and most satisfactory 
system of land registration on earth.” 
With these words Geo, H. Van Allen 
concluded a most interesting address 
before the Associate Board of Trade 
at the regular dinner at the Edmonton 
club Wednesday evening. 

He spoke first of the vagtly differ- 
ent methods used in Albertg under the 
Torrens system and in other parts of 
the Anglo-Saxon world, under what 
{s commonly known aa the “old sys- 
tem.” Its essence, he said, ia that 
your title ts guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment and cannot be disputed even 
by the crown. Its other great benefit 
is the assurance fund which has been 
created by a small chare on the sworn 
increased valuation of land upon the 
transfer of same and this fund is to 
compensate those whose right to land 
has, through the mistake of someone 
other than themselves in drawing out 
papers, etc., been legally proven void 
whereupon they can claim and receive 
compensation from this fund. These 
advantages are not to be obtained 
under the old system which also en- 
tails much more expense and labor in 
the issuing of transfers and other in- 
struments,

taken up. 

Mr. Lemieux said that the object of 
\his motion was: self-evident and he 
thought it would be adopted unani- 
mously.

It did not 
mean the abridgement of the liberty 
of the press, but as the press carried 
news all over the country and excer- 
clsed an educational Influence on the 
public mind, it should never sall under 
false colors,

TO ENCOURAGE - 
FLAX GROWING 


OTTAWA, April 16.—Mr. 8. F. 
Glass of East Middlesex, moved a re- 
solution urging the government to es- 
tablish an experimental and demon- | 
stration station within the area where 
flax for fibre is being produced, SUB- | 
eesting constant watchfulness by the | 
government to ensure that Canadian | 
growers may b® supplied with the 
most modern mechanical appliances, a 
system of grading and standards, and | 
co-operation by the government with 
ihe growers. He told an interesting 
story of the development of this im- | 
portant industry. | 

A spinning mill had been established | 
at Guelph with a capital of $300,000. | 
It was important, Mr. Glass urged, 
that encouragement be given to flax 
spinning in Canada so that Canadian 
fibre would not be sent abroad to be! 
spun into yarn, 

In thé event of the government es- 
tablishing a department of research, 
sald Mr. Glass, a wide field for its 
activities might be found in connection 
with the production of flax. 

It has been demonstrated that Can- 
ada could produce a better quality of 
flax tan Russian, and if the {ndustry 
was developed there was no reason 
why the Dominion should not compete 
favorably with the European countries 
in the flax markets of the world. 

Mr. Glass advocated the establish- 
meht of a government cleaning station 
for flax seed which would make it 
possible to standardize this seed. Can- 
adian flax seed and fibre, he said, was 
considered of the very highest quality.

On their arrival at 
Calgary they created considerable 
interest by their distinctive Siber- 
ian uniforms.

WILL LECTURE HERE

the department of public health

Dealing with the Mquor Investiga- 
tion itself the attorney-general drew 


. 


attention to the fact that he had only 
been in the position for the last four 
months of 1918, It was these four 
months that the opposition had 
chosen to criticize and investigate. 
It was this period also within which 
occurred the scourge of influenza. Of 
the investigation itself he safad that 
every opportunity had been taken, 
and given, to secure evidence, In 
fact, he never In any court or com- 
mittee saw such complete and rigid 
inquiry conducted as had been the 
case respecting the liquor depart- 
ment. As as a result even the con- 
clusions of the minority from the 
opposition had not found anything 
wrong, despite the fact that every 
person was distrustful of those who 
handled liquor. The vendor, Mr. 
Webster, had come out of the in- 
quiry still a citizen of character and 
repute, and hie statements would 
compare with those of any of the 
witnesses, 

“After all this rigid and exhaustive 
investigation, I am glad to say that 
the department and the liquor store 
have come out with a record of which 
I am proud,” 

Mr. Boyle referred to the ecandals 
in British Columbia and other places 
where the government was connected 
with the liquor business. “I consider 
myself fortunate {n being in the post- 
tion that I am today respecting the 
conduct of that department, where 
the purchase and sale of liquor is 
carried on,” 

Result Might Have Been Different 

However, Mr. Boyle declared that, 
had he not personally taken Arastic 
steps some time after becoming at- 
torney-general, the Inquiry might 
have had a different result. The in- 
vestigation would have been, and 
with very good reason, against the 
conduct of the liquor store and the 
conduct of the chief license inspector 
or chief vendor. 

The facts were, Mr. Boyle told the 
house, that when he took charge of 
the attorney-general’s department he 
found Mr. Forster in charge of the 
liquor warehouse. Mr. Boyle confes- 
sed that he knew very little about 
the liquor business and, having a 
high regard for Mr. Forster, allowed 
affairs to progress unmolested for a 
considerable time. Then complaints 
began pressing, in that Nquor obtain- 
ed by druggists and doctors for med- 
icine was of inferior quality. It was 
also protested when the influenza 
epidemic became acute that Mquor 
could not be obtained in sufficient 
quantities. It was recalled that prior 
to. Muy, 1918, the most important 
druggists in the province did not buy 
their Hquor from the government. 
Then the federal  order-!n-council 
stopped importation. Even then the 
druggists had a heavy stock tn re- 
serve and {t was not until late in the 
season that the demand began to 
grow heavy for government Mquor. 
Then was when the complaints over 
the quality of liquor began to pour 
in. Mr. Boyle said he could not 
ignore such protests and began to 
investigate. Then it was he found 
to his amazement that Mr. Forster 
on bohalf of the government had not 
been buying largely from reliable dis- 
tillers and importing houses, Instead 
Foreter had been purchasing heayily 
through a man named _ Teviotdale, 
ex-secretary of the Licensed Victual- 
lers’ Association, and a man “who 
carried his office round in his hat,’ 
Other purchases made by Mr. Forster 
were through Nat Bell, a local Mquor 
warehouseman of Edmonton and 
Saskatoon. Neither of these men 


had houses with a reputation to sus- 
tain. 


Mr. Boyle said he decided then an 
there that the government must peifte 
chase only from reliable distilleries 
or from reputable importing con- 
cerns. He gave such instructions to 
Forster, but the orders were not car- 
ried out for some time. Then came 
the scourge of influenza and the de- 
mand grew most insistent for more, 
and a better quality of liquor. ‘ 

“The doctors began com: 

a degree that I had to Eke acs 
eaid the’ attorney general, ae began 
to inquire and for the first time 
found out that adulteration of liquor 
was being systematically carried on by 
Mr. Forster, There was plenty of 
food Mquor available without thie 
dilution, and I could not believe at 
first that adulteration wae taking 
Place, When I personally visited the 
store, after being given the facts by 
Mr. Webster, I found the arrange- 
ment such that the public could 
readily have access to all parts of the 
building, Not only tnis, but I found 
locked in one of the store rooms, Mr. 
Teviotdale, surrounded 1f you please 
with kegs of whisky and jars of dis- 
tilled water, and engaged in toning 
dewn liquor intended for medicine. 
Mr. Forster told me that this dilu- 
tlon was advisable and that Mr. Tevi- 
‘otdale was working out of friendship 
alone, and did not receive a cent for 
his work.” 

“I was not so simple ay to believe 
that a man who had epent a Ufetime 
in the liquor business like Teviotdale 
had, would put in days and nights 
helping_mix whisky with water, for 
the mere sake of friendship, and to 
prevent people obtaining diquor that 
might be too strong for them.” 

Ordered Pure Ldquor Sold, 

“I at once gave orders that only the 
pure HMquor was to be sold from the 
government store,” declared = Mr, 
Boyle, “TI Ordered that this dilution 
cease, Almost immediately after Mr. 
R. B. Douglas became chief vendor 
and followed Out these instructions to 
the letter, And I want to say to this 
house that from that time to this, since 
dilution was put an end too, there has 
not been one complaint: ught to my 
attention respecting the inferior qual- 
ity Of Hquor being sold for medicine 
through the doctors and druggists,” 

Answer Albertan Story, 

In respect to an editorial from the 
Albertan read by James Weir, in which 
it was charge@ that “framoe-ups” were 
created to discredit Forster, the last 
by an analydis of liquor after Forster 
had departed finally for California, 
the attorney general stated that no 
one in the department knew of Foret- 
er’'s having left when the test was 
made of a number of barrels of 
whisky remaining from the Forster 
stock in the warehouse, and which 
test showed that practically all this 
Mquor was unfit for sale owing to 
adulteration, Dealing with the as- 
sertion of the Albertan article that 
this inferior liquor was known to Mr. 
Forster and that it was being held 
for distribution ap “veterinary liquor," 
‘Mr, Boyle eald that such a declara- 
tion might have some weight if it 
chanced to be true, In reality only a 
small portion of this large etock wa: 
marked ‘‘vyeterinary gin.” The re- 
mainded was labelled “Scotch” and 
was listed to sell at $9 a gallon. More- 
over Mr. Webster had been given in- 
structions to dispose of thie to the 
general trade by Mr. Forster—thie 
to releve the sick and the suffering. 

Had 6et Aside LAquor. 

Mr. Davidson interrupted to ask 
why the analysis had not ben made 
of this Wquor at the time complaints 
arose during the flu epidemic, Mr. 
Boyle waid the matter ‘had been over- 
dooked in the press of other business. 
Fortunately however, Mr. Douglas 
had eet aside this Mquor which had 
ben left over from the Forster stock, 
and when the inquiry developed, it 
was decided to have an analysis made, 
with the result ay known, Mr, Boyle

“The remainder of the stock mark- 
ed ‘Scotch’ was found to be ynfit for 
sale, being heavily adulterated, though 
intended to be gold as good medicinal 
whieky at $9 a gallon.” 

Teviotdale Given Latitude. 

“Then I discovered later that this 
man Teviotdaic had been given the 
keys of the Calgary liquor vendors 
store, where there was stored $20,000 
worth of liquor, and that Mr. Forster 
permitted Teviotdale to go down and 
have access to these premises for 24 
hours at least on one occasion. Teviot- 
dale was in no way responsible to the 
government; he was not on salary, and 
not employed by the government. The 
action cf Forster in this respect was 
unpandonabie in my mind, If’I had 
known these facts when I wrote the 
first letter of complaint to Mr. Forester, 
it would not have protested against 
some of the things being done—it 
would have eimply said ‘You are dis- 
missed’.‘ 

Referring to the credit placed in 
“rumors Mr. Boyle said he had also 
heard a few. For instance a rumor 
had one day been brought to his at- 
tention that Nat Bell was bringing in 
a carload of liquor on the authority 
of Forster. Through the deputy at- 
torney general Mr. Boyle said he in- 
structed the provincial police to be on 
the look out for the car, In due time 
it came, was seized by the police, lock- 
ed up and guarded until on his person- 
ai inetructiong it was shipped out on 
consignment by Bell to Montreal. 
Nobody Should be Trusted too Far, 

“Tf I had not had the good luck to 
get thig rumor,” «said Mr. Boyle, 
“and taken actions to intercept the 
dedivery, it is undoubtedly a fact that 
the liqdor would have reached Bell's 
warehouse without the police being 


notified, Yet it was on Forster's order, 


that the entire carioad of alcohol was 
brought in and upon hts authority 
that the delivery was made to Bell.” 
The attorney general said this ex- 
perience with the liquor busines» 
showed him that nobody should be 
trusted too far so he personally gave 
instructions to a provincial detective 
to follow the car of alevhol when it 
was ordered @eent out of the province 
(failing which

Mr. Boyle pointed out that with the 
exception of the members for Nanton

lowing Forster to leave office. He pre- 
sumed from the attitude of the op- 
position that none of them would take 
the responsibility of censuring the 
government for dismiasing Forster. 

In respect to the statements of For- 
ster that discriminiation had been 
shown in the giving out of liquor from 
the vendor's store, Mr. Boyle eaid he 
thad given speciat instructions in the 
first place to Forster and Webster, and 
again to Mr. Gouglas that everyone 
must be treated on en equal In respect 
to liquor purchases, “Druggists must 
get identically the wame consideration 
whether white or black. 

Same Consideration as Others, 

Mr, Boyle said he never knew until 
after taking the office of attorney 
general tliat Boudreau was connected 
with the Dominion Drug Co. The eyl- 
dence had shown that Boudreau never 


got any more consideration than was 


received by other druggists 

Dealing with the object of the in- 
quiry, Mr. Boyle said there seemed 
to be a yariety of opinion as to whom 
was actually being investigated. Per- 
sonally there was no doubt in his 
mind that the man under investigation 
was Mr. Webster. For that reason 
he had mot been satisfied with the 
pubKec accounts committee at first de- 
eiding not to return @ finding to the 
house, If misconduct of the vendor's 
store was shown then it would have 
been his duty to dismiss Webster, 

“If Mr. Webster had been guilty 
of favoritism he could not have re- 
mained in the employ of the depart- 
ment,” went on the attorney general, 
“But we have all to come to the con- 
clusion that from all the evidence of 
the case, from the circumstances re- 
viewed in detail, from the considera- 
tion of the influenza epidemic, and 
fnally in consideration of the advanc- 
ed age of the vendor, that Mr, Webst- 
er came out of the investigation with 
a record that is very creditable in- 
deed.” 4 

Mr. Ewing Closes Debate, 

In closing the debate Mr, Ewing as 
the mover of the main revolution 
claimed that no charges had ever been 
made, ‘The whole matter centered 
round the truth or falsity of certain 
statemente contained In a letter from 
Forster to the attorney general. The 
inquiry showed that these statements 
were substantially oorrect. He dls- 
puted that Webster was the man being 
investigated, The discussion should 
not have wandered so far afield, The 
committee sat for a definite purpose, 
and returned a definite finding. In 
this introduction of other matters, the 
attorney general had been most un- 
fair to Forster.

THE HUTTERITES. 

On April 8th, F. 5. Dawe&, M.P. for 
Neepawa, Manitoba, asked: 

1—Has the government reccived 
any protests regarding the immigra- 
tion into Western Canada of Hutter- 
ives or Mennonites from the United 
States? 

2—If so, what action, if any, has 
|been taken by the government. to 
meet the situation? 

The reply of the minister of immi- 
|eration given by the minister of in- 
jterlor is as follows, as reported in 
| Hansard :— 
| The answer to the first part of the 
|Question is “Yes."" A large number 
of protests has been received from 
|various parts of Western Canada ob- 
|jecting to the settlement of Mennon- 
jites, Hutterites and other consolenti- 
ous objectors arriving from the United 
States, 

The protests are based mainly on 
the following grounds:— 

(1)-—-That these people are conaci- 
entious objectows and as a  conse- 
quence, will in future claim exemp- 
jtion from military service or endeavor 
to evade same if called upon; 

(2)—That they claim special school 
and language privileges for their chil- 
|dren and that they will resist the en- 
forcement of the school laws of the 
PoP drag provinces in which they re- 
side; ° 
| (3)—That they live in communities 
jand are a detriment to other settlers 
jresiding in the same neighborhood. 

As regards these settlers and the 
action taken or proposed to be taken 
to deal with the situation, I desire 
upon behalf of the government to 
state; 

(1)—The great majority of these 
settlers are citizens of the United 
States. They are seeking homes in 
Canada as all American citizens have 
ja cight to do under existing laws and 
regulations. 

(2)—The government is not encour- 


aging this particular movement of 
settlers to Canada, 
(3)—The government has not 


granted to those settlers any special 
privileges as regards schools or lan- 
guage. 

(4)—Under the provisions of an 
order in council (P, CO, No, 2622), dat- 
ed October 25, 1918, alb Mennonites 
entering Canada are subject to mili- 
tary service, as provided by existing 
laws for all residents or citizens of 
Canada. Such immigrants are not 
now and never have been entitled to 
the special privileges granted to Men- 
nonites who settled in Western Can- 
ada under the provisions of an order 
in council, dated August 18, 1873. 

(6)—Under the provisions of an 
order in council (P. C. 1676), dated 
August 12, 1899, Hutterites who en- 
tered Camada as settlers any time 
thereafter were given the fullest as- 
surance of absolute immunity from 
military service. This order in coun- 
;cll has been cancelled as regards Hut- 
terites entering Canada in future. 

(6)—The government proposes to 
submit to parliament at an early date 
a bill, the provisions of which will de- 
bar all immigrants entering Canada 
in future to claim exemption from 
military service on conscientious 
grounds,

It is not necessary for you to go be- 
fore a lawyer to have a will made out, 
but the experience is that it is always 
safer to have a will drawn up by a 
lawyer.

EASTER MESSAGE OF 
GERMAN PREMIER 


Copenhagen, April 15—Acoording | 
to a dispatch from Weimar, Presi- 
dent, of Germany, has addressed the 
following Baster message to the na- 
tional assembly: 

“The national assembly, as the 
competent representative of the Ger- 
man people, expresved unanimously 
on April 10, the expectation that the 
government would agree only to a 
peace baged upon understanding and 
reconciliation and would reject any 
treaty which would sacrifice the pre- 
sent and future of the German people 
and the world. 

“I welcome this pronouncement as 
a declaration of the inflexible will of 
the German people that the coming 
peace shall be a peace of lasting un- 
derstanding and conciliation among 
the nations, and that it must thus 
give Germany the possibility of per- 
manently observing the principle of 
understanding and conciliation. 

“The national assembly and the 
government are working with devo- 
tlon and energy to fulfil the great 
task of giving peace, bread, work and 
a new constitution to a great nation 
The task is difficult to fulfil as long 
as those who have it in their power 
to give the world peace allow them- 
selves to be dominated by feelings of 
hatred and revenge, and by means of 
the hunger blockade and by threaten- 
ing our annihilation, are driving the 
German people to despair.”

London, April 16—The 
presentatives in Paris have 
at a complete understanding on 
wreat fundamental questions that 
would effect peace with Germany, 
lremier Lloyd George declared in ad.

Grave Problems,

Premier Lloyd George said the situa 
ation was “still full of perils for all 
countries,”

The time spent by the peace con- 
ference in framing the league of na- 
tions plan saved time instead of wast- 
ing it, Mr. Lioyd George declared, as 
the league would provide a means of 
adjustment of possible errors, 

“LT would rather leave Ruassin Bol- 
shevik until they see their way out 
of it than see Great Britain landed 
Into bankruptcy,”’ was one of the pre- 
anier’'s declarations, 

“It is not true that the United 
States and Europe have been at vari- 
ance,"’ the premler declared. He de- 
precated attempts to sow dissension 
among the delegates, 

In his reference to the league of na- 
tions deliberations, Mr. Lloyd George 
faid the conference might have taken 
more time, but for the fact that it was 
setting up a machinery capable of re- 
adjusting and correcting possible mis- 
lakes, 

“And that is why the league of na- 
tions, insteed of wasting time, 
lime,"”” he added, 

Claims Time Saved, 


The conference had to shorten its 
labors, continued the premier, be- 
cause while it was trying to bulld tn 
many lands, the foundation of society 
was tumbling into the dust. No body 
of men worked harder or in better 
harmony than the peace conference, 
he asserted, and he doubted whether 
any body of men ever worked under 


greater difficulties, 

“Stones were clattering on the roof 
and wild men were peering through 
the keyhole, while enormous tssues 
depended upon them which required 
calm deliberation,” the premier said. 

Ile asked for the opportunity for 
such deliberation for the rest of the 


journey, which was not at an end, 
No Intervention, , 
In his reference to the Russian | 
question, the premier sald reliable in- 
formation showed that while the 


Lolshevik force was apparently grow- 


ing, Bolshevism itself was gradually 
waning—breaking down before the 
relentless force of economic facts, 

Mr, Lioyd George said that it was | 
his earnest conviction that military 
intervention in Russia would be the 


greatest act of etupldity. 
No Offers of Peace, 

In answer to a question from John 
ht. Clynes, labor leader, whether ap- 
proaches for peace had come

Parly in his address the premier 
gsaid he proposed to address himself

“Then,” he added, ‘there 
great organization, great experiment 
— but it is experiment upon which the 
whole peace of the world hangs—the 
society of nations." 

With almost every nation in the 
world engaged in considering these 
problems, the premier said, the dele- 
gates were justified in taking some 
time for their work, as a blunder 
might precipitate a universal war 
which might be either near or dis- 
tant. 

Much as the British government de- 
plores conditions in Russia, the pre- | 
mijer continued, it is not ita duty to 
commit England to a gigantic enter- 

ise in order to improve conditions | 
in Russia, He added: “Russia is a 
country very easy to invade and very 
difficult to get out of.” 

There was no question, he eon- 
tinued, of recognizing Russia. It had 
never been proposed, and had never 
been discussed, 

Allied Disagreements, 


Questions that never had been 


heard before the war had nearly pro- | 
duced a conflict between two of the | 


allied states, Mr. Lioyd George con- 
tinued, and there were a number of 
such questions, But, he added, after 
all it was quarrels over small states 
which had made the great war. He 
epoke of the difficulties in the Balk- 
ans, and added:—- 

“One of the features of the present 
situation, owtng to the breaking up | 
of the Central emptres, is that Cen- 
tral Europe has been Balkan!zed into 
small states. Care must be taken leat 
causes of future unrest be created by 
the settlernent made."
